For Clean Manhood 

In the afternoon J. W. Storey spoke 
to the boys on the necessity of keep- 
ing their bodies clean. Taking for his 
text 1 Cor, 13, 11, “When I became 
a Man.” He spoke of that longing of 
boys to reach that wonderful! period 
of manhood. To some the time was set 
at a certain act; with eome the putting 
on of long trousers; with others, the 
first shave, or the first emoke or, pos- 
elbly, falling tn ilove. 

He took them from this to Paul's 
idea of manhood, “that spirit, sou! 
and body should be preserved blame- 
lesa.”’ He spoke of the wonders and 
beauty of the human body, that man 
hag been made a “little lower than 
God.” 

He then dealt with some of the 
things that do not help to make per- 
fest manhood, The temptation to 
etrong drink wae getting to be a thing 
of the past, but he appealed to the 
boye against cigarette emoking. He 
did not wish to make any wild tirade 
againet smoking, but he did ask them 
to give up emoking till they were 
twenty-one, 6o that at least it would 
not interfere with their physical de- 
velopment, 

Warned Boys 

He then spoke of the sexual eins 
end warned the boys against these. 
He asked them to be as pure as they 
expected the girl they were going to 
marry to be. ere was no standard 
for the boy different from the girl. 
The God of the old testament was 
wtil!l God in the present century and 
he had said: “T will visit the eins of 
the fathers upon the children unto 
the third and fourth generations.” Mr. 
Storey quoted thet poem of Ella 
Wheeler Wilcox, ‘The Price He Paid,” 
and to which the boys Iistened with 
wide eyes, 

He made a closing appeal to them 
to surrender their lives to the one who 
could control them.
